ANGLO-FRENCH SITUATION. 


; -Paris, May 19. 

The quieter tone:of the French press mentioned yesterday has 
disappeared to-day in view of Mr. Lloyd George's statement which 
is regarded as aggravating the effects of his speech in the House 
of Commons. His reference to foreign press opinion is disputed, the 
papers declaring that the whole of the American press, with the 
exception of pro-German organs have approved of M. Briand, while 
important Italian newspapers mostly approved the French viewpoint. 
The Petit Parisien says that Mr. Lloyd George had deeply wounded 
French sentiment. France was entitled to consideration when the 
security of her soldiers was affected, She only wants simple justice, 
namely, that the country essentially Polish should be restored to 
Poland. The Petit Journal referring to the passage “The future 
world would be determined by old or new friendships” refuses, to 
believe that Mr. Lloyd George threatened France with a possible 
alliance with Germany, and declares that if he forgeta the 600,000 
British soldiers buried in France that the British people wouldn't. 
The Matin declines to make Britain responsible for the language of 
her Premier and says that he was entitled not to share French 
opinion an regards Silesia but could express views in diplomatic 
notes not in speeches. 

London, May 19. 

With the- exception of the-Morning Post, which compares Mr. 
Lloyd. George to a coster, coconut shying on Hampstead Heath, and 
declares that he is throwing balls of rhetoric at the heads of France 
and Poland, the newspapers applaud the opportuneness and candour 
of the Premier’s statement which has not lost sight of the fact that 
France has much reason to be suspicious of anything smacking of 
pro-German sympathy, but they argue that the Premier does nov 
entertain such feelings nor antipathy towards Poland, and, on the 
contrary, farsightedly seeks to safeguard the future of the whole of 
Furope ignoring immediate “interests” in favour of principles of 
justice which are more likely to serve the world of the. future. 
Liberal organs particularly welcome the statement, as marking a 
depa tur: from war-breeding diplomatic intrigues by substitution 
‘of a healthier frankness and publicity, which it is hoped will have 
the effect, of righting the situation which has threatened to become 
the most critical since 1914, 

Berlin, May 19. 
The Inter-Allied Military Control Commission in a note demands 
that Germany immediately take measures to prevent the recruiting 
of volunteers for Silesia and to disband’ the detachment already 
formed. : 


THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. ~ 


Lendon, May 1% 

Mr. Sastry, the Indian delegate’ at the Imperial Conference who 
has arrived in London, interviewed by the Manchester Guardian, 
declared that he was not particularly optimistic in regard to’ the 
Conference. He could not say that round-table discussions on sub- 
jects of imperial interest led te much improvement of India’s status 
in the Empire which must be raised to equality with the dominions, 
Otherwise, with regard to the defence of India, he could not be 
expected to discuss seriously problems of Imperial Defence and 
Imperial Preference. Mr, Sastri bitterly referred to the exclusion 
of Indians from Australia and Canada, and declared that South 
Afrien had shown considerable racial -préjudice. towards Indian 
settlers. In view of this position, India would definitely, oppose 
Imperial Preference, for freedom of trade also meant freedom to 
enter another country. So long as this was denied, India would 
eoutinue to demand a dominion status, . Mr. Sastri strongly favoured 
an Indian navy manned by Indians and controlled from India, and the 
relatienship thereof to the Imperial Fleet must he carefully dis- 
cussed, For example, he could not imagine an Indian navy, in the 
event of war, being ordered to protect Australia which closed its 
doors against India. :

THE GREATEST OBSTACLE 
TO CHINA’S INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT. 


Proposals for the Abolition 
of Likin, 


Too much cannot bo aid of the 
hindrance offered hy the Likin 
systom to China's industrial 
development. introduced during 
the Taiping Rebellion, when it 
was first applied to Hesien-lu- 
chang (near Yangchow) by a 
military officer, Lui I-hsian (in 
1853), as a temporary measure to 
be abolished as soon as peace 
should be restored, the system 
has, contrary to tho 4 original 
intention, remained till this day, 
and has become ‘so deep-rooted 
that its abolition is attended by 
the greatest difficulty. Besides, 
the amount of revenue collected 
from this source is so large that 
it cannot be abolished without 
incurring heavy financial loss to 
the government. The following 
figures will ive some idea as to 
tho amounts collected from year 
to yeur, as far as such figures 
can be obtained ;

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“Li” in Chinese means a poer- 
centage, because the word was 
originally used to signify the 
hundred part of a cash (or an 
inch). ikin, therefore, means a 
percentave tax. When first intro- 
dneced m Kiangsu, Hupeh and 
Hunan the rate was Ll per cent, 
This precedent was not closely 


fallowed in the other loéalines 
where the tax, was introduced, 
und at present, afier many in- 
ereas>s, the rates vary from 116 
to 10 per-cent. Tunchuan mans 
a blanket tax, aud it is so-called 
becanse before ite adoption ther: 
had heen many tax 8s and niany 
rates of taxation in the locality 
for different kinds of goods. .The 
change from Likin to Tungchuan 
already, constitutes a step {+r 
wards towards unification, yet as 
Tungehuan itself is different in 
different localities, the. progress 
is not so significant. The present 
tax has bean adopted’ in Kiangsi, 
Hupeh, Shansi, Kansu, Chekiang, 
Kwangtun, Szechuan, and Si:- 
kang, the first named province 
being the first to adopt the 
tax. Another point is that 
not only do different distriets 
have different ways of taxation, 
bat oft-times many different 
ways wre being employed in the 
same district and many kinds of 
Likin collectorates may exist 
side by side in the same locality. 
At Shanghai, for instance, there 
was once a Ho-chuan-Chu or 
collectorate for taxing. goods in 
general, a special collectorate for 
timbor, another for. sugar, and 
still another for picca- goads. 


We shall now states the 
Chinese Govornment Bureau of 


Economic Information, suni- 
marise the chief defect of thr 
svatem, point out their causes 
tn their effecta, and relate some 
ot tho measures of reform that 
have ‘heen considered by the 
government. At, the same time 
wo shall aleo venture, to propose 
certain remedies’ of our own 
which will remove this -obstacle’ 
to industria! development with- 
out adversely affecting the 
amount of the pubic revenue 
Of course it is not necessarily a 
sound financial principle that the 
rate of taxation shon'd he uniform 
for all kinds of goods. In-fact, it 
is generally considered proper to 
to tax luxuries more heavily than 
necessities, But tnder the Likin 
syatem the difference in rates is 
not made in conformity with 
such considerations. 


Thus ham bore the heaviest rate. 
sugar next, and silk the lightest. 
This makes it appear os if Silk 
wore a diily necessity, and ham 
and sugar were luxuries, which. 
to say the loast of it, does not 
sound very reasonable, As to 
the difference. in rates and 
mothods of taxation among 
different provinces and districts, 
there is much less to be said in 
its favour. 


The effect of such diversities is 
to make tho tradors feel uncertain 
ubont the burden they have te 
bear, which tends to discourage 
them from, venturing into new 
markets as they may involve new 
systems and rates of imposition 
with which they are unfamiliar. 
At the samp fimeit gives the tax 
collectors much fre dom to tam- 
per with the imposition. 


Many reforms the Likin 
system have -been proposed by 
the government and some of 
then have already been carried 
out. The limitation of the +um- 
ber of Likin tevies, the combin- 
ation of many impositions into 
one under the name of Tung.

First among more fundamental 
reforms is the substitution of a 
modern transit tax for the Likin. 
tobe collected nof directly from 
the shipper, but.indirectly through 
the carrier ~ which may be a cart, 
aloat, or a railway or shipping 
company. This was proposed in 
1913, and a set of regulations was 
drafted by the Ministry of Finance 
and adopted by the Cabinet. 4 
trial was first to be made with 
with Chinese owned railways and 
steamboats, then with those own- 
ad or coutrosled by forvizners, 
and finally, perhars, with all kinds 
of transportation business. The 
rates were tu vary from 2 percent

’Thus tho Likin queation still 
stands where it was before all 
these reforms were proposed. 
There is no doubt that any one 
of the above-mentioned «plans, 
when adopted. will ba a great 
improvement over the existing 
system, yet their relative advan- 
tages are not +xactly the same. 
The new transit tax cannot bo an 
adequate substitute for the Likin 
becatise modern transportation 
does -not yet reach all parts of 
China, and it would involve great 
practical difficulties ta callect 
such a tax from the old-fashioned 
means of transportation, More- 
aver, itis at best only a tempor- 
ary measure, whieh will have to 
be abolished. when al transit 
taxes are done away with in 
compliance with the treaty provi- 
sions, unless these provisions be 
revised at the League of Nations 
Conference.

vill welcome the reform if it is 
really beneficial to all parties 
concerned.

maritime customs. Local finan. 
cial administration has been for 
som4 time so much out of control 
of the Central government that 
the latter may not be able to 
abolish tae Likin al over the 
country in orsuance of any de. 
finite arrangement, and failuro in 
a single case may prevent the 
Chinese government from rm a'iz- 
ing the compensation provided for 
by the treaties. This is why such 
an apparently simple reform is 50 
slow in being carried out.

What it. Would Mean. 


The miners are striking for a 
national versus a district wage. 
It seems wise at first sight that 
men. should all be paid the same 
for the same work; that poor 
collieries should be kept in. com- 
mission for the. sake of the coal 
weight which they produce; and 
that the sich colliery running at 
a profit should help out its 
weaker brother, the poor colliery, 
which is running at a loss, 

In practice, what does this 
national wage mean ? 

I notice that the proposed new 
district.rates range froni a rise of 
lid. per shift in South Yorkshire 
to a fall of 9s. per shift in 
Cumberland, a- relative to the 
existing national rates, states 
Capt: C. R...Coote, M. -P. This 
means, roughly, that the national

MODERN JAPAN. 


At atime when Japaws Crown Prince: is Britain's 
guest and the question of the renewal of Uhe Anglo-Japanese 
it'reaty is about to come up for consideration, a work on 
the Eastern empire hy a British official whose direct 
experience of the country dates back to the transition days 
makes its appearance with a certain fitness. The Meiji 
era dates from E868, and its beginning marks a definite 
turning-puint towards Western ideas. Sir Ernest Satow's 
personal experiences go back to, the half dozen years 
preceding the Emperor Meiji's accession, hence he is able 
to reproduce the atmosphere of the leading-up period 

“Sir Ernest, the future Ambassador, had not at that tame 
advanced beyond the rank of interpreter. but the linguistic 
attainments thal qualified him for that post likewise 
qualified him to make a special study of the country’s 
conditions. ; 

In the latter half of Jast century an upheaval took 
place in Japan which may be ranked with the most far- 
reaching revolutions in the history of the world. During 
the 250 years of their rule the Shoguns had prevented any 
current of Western thought from penetrating into the 
“country of the gods.” Jn the backwater thus, tormed they 
had succeeded in preserving an archaic political system 
which depended for its existence on continued stagnation. 
So when diplomats and sailors came from the West. 
bringing new thought intu the self-isolated State, it took 
only a few years to reach a transformation. which changed 
the most conservative of Eastern States into a 
progressive Power able to hold a position of equality 
amongst the great civilised nations of the world. 
Writing of the inertia which prevailed during the long 
feudal regime of the Shoguns when the nominal rulers, like 
the degenerate descendants of Charlemagne, .had sunk to 
the state of puppets. the author.says:. “Japan resembled 
the sleeping beauty in the wood, and the guardians of the 
public safety had a task not more onerous than that of 
waving a fan to keep the flies from disturbing the prin- 
cess’s slumbers. ‘Then came the prince, in the person of 
the representatives .of the great commercial Powers of the 
West, and woke Japan from her dreams.” 

Commodore Perry rendered a memorable service to 
Japan as well as to the West when he presented his 
ultimatum to the Shogunate. Reluctantly as Japan had 


“ opened her gates, the process of transformation advanced. 


amazingly once her eyes‘also had been thoroughly’ opened 
On his accession in 1868 the Emperor Meiji promulgated 
the Five Articles of Oath declaring that “public matters 
shall be decided by public assembly,” ‘although, owing to 
dissensions, it was not until 1890 that a Parliament 
as it-exists to-day was inaugurated. Nine years later the 
‘cessation of extra-territoriality marked a red-letter event 
in Japanese history. How the commerce and the Navy 
cof Nippon have placed her in the position of one of the 
world’s great powers has become a commonplace. Just 
now Japan, following a period of phenomenal prosperity, 
finds herself confronted with somethiig in the nature of 
an economic crisis, besides political troubles not a few. 
The ensuing years may prove uncommonly trying, but 
are not likely tobe beyond the capavity of a race that has 
evinced uncommon aptitude.

He triod to make 
us appear inconsistent on the 
matter but didn’t succeed be- 
cause ho had no straw with which 
to make such a kind of brick. 
Whien we expressed a preference 
for government by disinterested 
officials as opposed to govern- 
ment by inexperienced lay 
ropresontatives who could be 
“tagged " by this or that interest 
we didn't expect our officials to bo 
likened to archangols. But we did 
assert, and still do assert, that 
those who are strongest in their 
desire for an Unofficial Majority 
and who are leading that move- 
ment are tesa ably fitted to govern 
than those who now have control 
of things. And we were at pains 
to point out that in this Colony, 
where there are so many conflict- 
ing interests both racial and 
commercial, the. dologation of 
power to non-official hands would 
open up grave dangers in the way 
of corruption that we are fortun- 
ately free of now. We made 
no imputation on the foxesty 
of these’ = sponsoring the 
movement, and when we are 
accused of despising those-from 
whom we draw our support the 
accusation is manitestly unfair, 
Is it not a case rathor of the 
Daily Press and those other 
champions of “ reform " despising 
the Government by which they 
aro governed, and of being blindly 
obsessed to secure a * democratic 
principle "without having givon 
thought to the consequences of 
it? Weexpocted the taunt of 
being servile, and 90 can pass on. 


What’s Wrong Anyway ? 


Readers will have. enough 
“common savee™ to know that 
when we oppose the granting of 
an unofficial majority for this 
Colony we do so because we 
realise the dangers of it—and for 
no other reason. We ask any 
impartial reader to wcsompany 
us through the whole: gamut 
of public administration in 
this Colony and compare 
it with the administration of any 
municipally governed community 
they know. There is room for 
improvement and criticism in 
some respects—we shall have to 
be in heaven before wo find a 
place where there isn’t. But we 
are a little tired of reading noth- 
ing else but condemnation and 
acrimonious fault-finding. Take 


ment, our [mports and Exports, 
our Harbour Office, our Public 


Works--the wholo outfit, lock, 
stock and barrel, and you will find 
efficiency and honesty, Visitors 
pay us tribute where residents 
pay no heed. On matters of 
financial policy and development 
we would rather trust to the 
system that has brought us so far 
on.the road than to the trial 
of one that hag Home 
been 80 openly abused, 
Hongkong is peculiarly circum- 
stanced in its make up and its 
successful administration calls 
for an impartiality and judicial 
detachment that we could scarcely 
hope to find outside an official 
circle. 


Windy Talk. 


Our contemporary can indulge 
in whatever flights of oratory it 
wishes, and the advocates of an 
unofficial majority can prate of 
principles and of the democratis- 
ing influence of a franchise, but 
the public of this Colony lias 
a tight to be shown by argument 
just in what particular it would 
stand to benefit by the desired 
change. We areall for the better 
expression of public opinion 
and for that reason would have 
the present number ‘of non- 
Chinese unofficial membors 
publicly elected—everyone of 
them. If it is just-the vote that 
is wanted we are with the 
“ reformers" every time, but if it 
is executive power they are 
seeking we. have a right to 
ask where it is they hope to do 
better than is being done now 
and what guarantee can they 
give that it will be done as dis- 
interestedly or as wall. People

Mr. Carl Crow is certainly to 
be complimented upon. the 
“ Handbook for China,” of which 
a third edition, revised through- 
out, has just been issued. Design- 
ed primarily for travollers, this 
cotnpact and neatly-bound: guide 
of some 300 pages contains a 
quantity of information that will 
doubtless be welcome to residents 
as well. Every phase of life is 
covered, including. climate and 
clothing, exchange, shopping, 
hotels, routes and fares, passport 
regulations, post-office arrange- 
mente, weights and measures, 
“pidgin'’ English, Consulater, 
Justoms Houses, and a number 
of other things. There aré concise 
descriptions of numerous cities 
in differont parts of China, with 
longer ones of Shanghai, Peking, 
Canton, Macao, and this Colony.

to whom a woman -of clef 
is twice as good as a work of im- 
agination, it will be intriguing 
and pleasant to identify “ Mrs. 
Arbuthnot.” and the very, very 
superior “Lord Cookham,” Nadine 
and young David also have their 
not improbable counterparts in 
life. Dodo herself remains just- 
ifiably the centre, too naively de- 
lighted with the position to al- 
ienate anyone. After all, vanity 
is the one perhaps universal fail- 
ing of the human racc; and a 
frank, half-rueful vanity, united 
to. a devastating candour as to 
one’s-own deficiencies, is positive- 
ly endearing. Mr. Benson him- 
self, as Dodo-showman, has lost 
little of his pristine sparkle. It 
is bound to be a pleasant thought, 
to all but the very dour and 
harshly critical, that years de not 
necesserily dull merriment and 
dim brilliancy.

How the New Scheme 
Stands. | 
Considerable interest is being 
munifested in the scheme for the 
building and endowment of a 
new Diocesan Boys’ School on 
the Kowloon side. It has been 


feit for a tong time past that the. 


accommodation in Caine Road 
has been totally inadequate to 
meet the needs ofthe school and 
the Government has already 
intimated its willingness to, 
take over the site and furnish 
a larger site at Yaumati, close to 
the railway station. As a con- 
siderable expenditure would be 
involved there has recently been 
formed « large and representative 
Committees to appeal for tho 
necessary funds, and a meeting 
of this Appeal Committee took 
placo last evening under the 
chairmanship of the Bishop of 
Victoria. . 

Tho present position of the 
scheme is that (in addition to the 
$284,865 which would be received 
from the Governmont for the old 
site and school and as, a grant) 
$165,000 is required to be raised 
to defray the cost of the new 
building. In addition to this it 
has been very.wiscly decided by 
tho Committee that the now 
school should start with an 
endowment fund of at least 
$100,000, so that the appeal 
now being ‘made is for 
$265,000. It was stated last oven- 
ing that about $18,000 has al- 
ready. been secured.

Thea Communications 
service has a very close bearing 
o1 the development of civilisation, 
and the rise and decline of the 
national destiny depends in large 
measure upon whether a country 
is provided with an_ efficient 
equipment or not, At the time 
of the Restoration, Japan was 
fortunate enough to have able 
statesmoh at tho helm of the 
Government, and the telephone 
business, was oponed, between 
Tokyo and Yokohama in the 
second year of Meiji (1869). Two 
years later, that is to say, in 
March, 1871, the new postal 
system was introduced. During 
half a century that has passed 
since that time many improve- 
ments have been made in- the 
service in conformity with the 
development of the national 
fortunes. For instance, in 1875 
the postal money order and 
the postal savings business was 
initiated between Tokyo and 
Yokohama, and in 1892 parcel 
post business was put in operation. 
In thia way, communications 
business has made remarkable 
progress. year after year, and to 
add to an already long list of the 
business undertakon, a simple life 
insurance scheme was started in 
1916. It is satisfactory to note 
that all branches of the service 
are witnessing steady progress 
and that further atid miore 
brilliant achievements are assured 
for the future. I am confident 
that this state of things not only 
confers much benefit upon the 
Japanese Empire and people but 
will. contribute greatly to the 
progress of the civilisation of the 
world. I take this opportunity 
in celebrating the jubilee of the 
inauguration of the Communica- 
tions Department to express my 
fervent desire for tho evor- 
increasing prosperity of the 
service,” -

Plaintiff's Success on 
Preliminary Point. 

Judgement has been rendered 
by Judge C. 8. Lobingier in the 
U.S. Court for China in connection 
with the demurrers pleaded by 
defendants on April 11in the case 
of George L. Shaw +. George 
Bronson Rea and Patrick Gal- 
lagher. Plaintiff is sueing for 
the sum of Gold $50,000 alleged 
to be damages suffered us a result 
of the publication, of ui article 
entitled “ Asiatic Sinn Fein,” .in 
the fur Eastern Review, of which 
defendants are publisher and 
former editor respectively. 

Counsel in the case are Mr. 
Sterling Fessenden for. plaintiff, 
Mr. J, B. Davies for Mr. Rea, and 
Mr. P. M. Linebarger for Mr. 
Gallagher. i 

In his judgment, hisHonour said: 

Demurrers are here interposed 
to the petition charging that the 
defendants wrote and published 
in the Far Lust Review of and 
concerning the plaintiff an article, 
which alleges :— 

That by the writing and publish- 
ing of the aforesaid words and 
article, the defendants meant 
and intended it to be understood 
by all persons who should read 
such words and article that 
plaintiff is a Sinn Feiner; an 
Asiatic Sinn Feiner, an enemy 
of human progress, an enemy of 
Great Britain and of other 
countries the Allies and friends 
of Great Britain.” 

It is elementary that a de- 
murrer admits’ all well pleaded 
averments, and for the purposes 
of this ruling we must assume 
that the statements above quoted 
are true. The question to, be de- 
cided at this time, then, is not 
whether the article, standing 
alone, is Jibellous but whether 
itis such when read in connection 
with these admitted averments, 

Now it would seem quite unsafe 
to hold that one may. with 
impunity. Publish of another that 
the latter . is “ an enemy of human 
progress,” of his own country and 
of other countries in alliance 
therewith. For it is conceded by 
counsel for all parties that a 
publication is libellous if it “ tend 
to disgrace and degrade the party 
or hold him up to public hatred, 
contempt or ridioule;’’ Indeed, it 
has been judicially declared that.

contempt, which merely tend t? 
lesson a man in public. esteem, 
or to wound his feelings, will 
support a suit for libel, because 
of their being embodied in a 
more permanent and enduring 
form, of the in-creased delibera- 
tion and malignity of their 
publication and of their tendency, 
to provoke breaches of the 
public peace. 

Counsel for the editor cites a 
lower court decision to the effect 
that it is not libellous to publish 
of another that he is an “ anarch- 
ist; but that decision was re- 
versed by the Supreme Court of 


-the same jurisdiction. Which was 


aterwards followed | elsewhere. 
So it is libellous to publish of one 
that he is a “traitor” or “a 
dangerous, ablo and _ seditious 
agitator” which are not much 
more than the phrases used in 
the petition. 4 
‘Counsel for the publishor 
asserts that plaintiff's name 
appears only three times in the 
article but we find it in seven 
places one of which is a head- 
line. Besides as the said counsel 
well knows (the point having been 
decided: in a case: where he 
successfully prosecuted another 
for alleged libel of him) the 
libellous character of a publica- 
tion does not depend upon the use 
of thé aggrieved party’s name. 
It may be libellous even if the 
name is not mentioned. 

In view of the petition’s 
admitted avermoents it would 
clearly be reversible error to hold 
that it fails to state a cause of 
action, and the demurrer is 
accordingly over-ruled.

PEKING GLASS INDUBTRY. 

In Peking, the glass industry 
.WO8 originated “nthe Ching 
1 Dynasty, when acompayy kiown 
as the Peking Glass Co., was 
atarted. but which hud to suspend 
operations after a very short 
period of activity. In 1915 a 
Japanese, in co-operation with 
soveral Chines) merchants, (o-~ 
tablished a company near the 
Chienman under tho name of 

“Mong Shen.’ Business went 
well for four years and then 
differences arose in the manaze- 
ment. After a law guit, the 
Japanese had tn retire. Towards 
the end of 1917, the old em- 
ployees ofthe firm raised. some 
capital and estublished a new 
company under the name of the 
Kung Ming Glass Ware Co. Ltd. 
The  wuthorised “ capital was 
$50,000 in 50 shares; hut the paid- 
up capital was only $28,000. ‘The 
employees who number fifty, use 
no machinery of any kind, 
all. the work being done by hand.

PRIZE FUND TRIBUNAL, ° 

Undoubted]y there has been talk 
about tho- Prizo Fund Tribunal, 
and its president, Lord. Phillimore, 
took -the opportunity“at a sitting 
to examine the question whether ~ 
it was an expensive tribunal, The 
other members of the court are 
Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson and 
Admiral_ Sir Doveton Sturdee, 
Lord Phillimore said, there 
was an idea among some 
mombera of the Navy that this 
tribunal was an expensive tribun- 
al. He desired to say that as a 
result of the tribunal's decisions 
sums amounting to 744 millions 
sterling had been paid into the 
nayal prize fund. The costs of the: 
tribunal fo date had amounted to 
just under £10,000, and -the fees 
of counsel for the Fleet which the 
tribunal had allowod as a charge 
upon the fund had only amounted 
to £367, Some people, moreover, 
had an icea that the prize tribunal 
had drawn larger salaries, but the 
fact was that they were serving 
the country without cost. 


OIL-TANKERS, 


In one direction, and one 
direction only, shipbuilding pro- 
spucts are not wholly discourag- 
ing, states = Shipping and 
Engineering (Shanghai), This is 
in oil-tanker construction. While - 
dopression: attends every other 
branch of tho shipping trade, the 
demand for oil-carriers is unabat- 
ed. The Jarge oil corporations 
which are exploiting oilfields in 
tho four quarters of the gloue to 
meet the insatiable demand 
must have transport facilities 
for their products, and it is 
well known that important 
orders for tankers are now in, 
Process of being executed in 
British shipyards. British builde-:s 
aro very differently cireumstanced 
to-day, compared with their 
Position even a few months ago, 
They were then unable to. accept 
more new work for early delivery, 
and orders in consequence went . 
across the Atlantic to the United 
States. But owing to the 
heavy cancellation of contracts 
for ordinary Cargo-carrying 
tonnage, most ot the British 
yards are now in such a position 
that they cannot only accept 
repeat orders for tankers, but are 
very glad to have them. Oil- 
tankers are difficult ships to 
build; they require specially 
careful riveting, and the long 
experience of certain British 


-| firma stands them in good stead 


to-day, for some oil ships built in 
other countries have not: given 
entire satisfaction, and oi! cor- 
porations and shipowners who 
require carriers of this type prefer 
to place their orders in England 
if they can. ; 


SHIPPING BOARD DISCLOSURES. 


The transactions of the United 
States Shipping Board, which 
have recently been the subject of: 
an investigation by the Seléct 
Committee of Congress brought 
out some curious incidents. 
Among the charges of corruption 
made was one which concerns a 
certain cavtain who was arrested 
because of an overcharge amount- 
ing to £2,200 for bunkering his 
ship. He was released on bail 
fixed at £750, and pend- 
ing his trial was reinstated 
as master of the ship. He pro- .. 
mptly sold all his personal! pro- : 
perty, took his wife on board, 
and set sail. He was recently ; 
reported to be cruising’ about 
somewhere off the West Coast of 
Africa, trying to find a purchaser 
for the vessel. The Committee - 
has heard numerous tales of how 
the pay roll of the 250:000 men 
employed by the Shipping Board . 
has been “padded.” It was 
alleged that « bar-tender who 
lost his employment. though 
the Prohibition Law  obtain-.. 
ed a post as timekeeper with the - 
Board at £2,500 a year. A 
detective was said to have receiv- 
ed pay as asailor, thuugh he has 
never been on board ship. The | 
commissions secured by stewards 
and others on ships belonging to 
the Board wore, it was stated, so 
colossal that private shipowners. 
experienced the utmost difficulty 
in biting help.
